thee with all the Qualifications requi- 
ſite in him that comes to this Sacra- 
ment, if thou wilt afford this little 
Book a ſerious and frequent peruſal. 


If thou haſt been fo unhappy, and Þ * - 


much miſtaken in thy true Intereſt, as 
never to have laid theſe things to 
Heart before, and to have liv'd; in the 
neglet of this Bleſſed Ordinalce ; 1 
would adviſe, I would entreat thee of- 
ten to read and ſtudy theſe things till 
thou art _—_ acquainted, and 
deeply affefted with then; that thou 
mayeſt to thy Advantage come well 
prepar'd to this Sacrament. If the 
. things herein contain'd have already 
affefted thy Heart, and had a good In- 
fluence on thy Life, and thou art a fre- 
quent Att upon this Sacrament, 
it may ſuffice to read this Book as of- 
ten as thou canſt on the Week before 
thou comeſt to it, as a good Weeks 
preparation for it.

ſed, which are deſign'd to excite him 
that has an habitual fitneſs for this Sa» 


- crament into an actual one, and are 


uſefull for that purpoſe. I ſay com- 
monly this may be enough for ſuch ; 
but yet even they alſo may find it ne 
cellary and uſefull ſometimes, when 
leiſure allows, to read the whole. 

To make it as ſhort as I could, and 
yet as comprehenlive too, I have ven- 
turd to leave out what might have 
been ſaid to juſtifie the Method and 
Parts of it ; preſuming alſo that this 
will not be neceflary. 

Becauſe what is requifite to render 
a Man a meet Receiver of this Sacra- 
ment is alſo neceſſary, and is ſufficient 
to conſtitute a good Chriitian, and to 
bring him to Heaven: Therefore I 
have id in the Title, that the whole 
Method and Way of our Salvation is 
herein plainly declar'd. So that if any

SE CT. IL. 
The Creation of Man. 


HEN it is faid in the firſt 

Chapter of Geneſis, that God 
faw every thing that He bad made, aud 
bebold it was very good : This means, 
that the Creatour, upon the review of 
bis Works, was pleaſed and delighted 
in them ; .and that He hated nothing 
B 3 that

that He had made: For, what we 


Hate, we wiſh that it were not, 7 24 
v6 


cially not ſuch as it is, If there 


the Creatour had hated any thing that* | 


He had made, He had made it to be 
ſuch as He would not have it to be ; 


Which is not to be ſuppoſed of Infi- ' 


nite Wiſdom and neſs, and of 
ſach Power as is able to make eyery 
thing what He- pleaſes it ſhall. be. 
Mankind therefore, among the other 
Works of God, were made very good, 


deed He made Man a very Noble and 
Excellent fort of Creature, ſuch as 
muſt be peculiarly pleaſing to Him- 
ſelf above all things in this lower 
World: As we may judge by thoſe 
words in Gen. 1, 27. God created Man 
in bis Own Image. This was the pecu- 
liar Glory of Man, and that which 
chiefly advanced Him above the Crea- 
tures about Him: And it did princi- 

lly conſiſt in theſe things following. 
That as He had Faculties capable of 
knowing, loving and obeying God, He

and were pleaſing to our Maker. In- * 
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A Familiar Guide, &c. 7 
was diſpoſed to do ſo : He knew God 
to be the moſt Excellent Being, and 
did accordingly Reverence and Eſteem 
Him : He knew Him to be the Foun- 
tain Good, and His chief Good, and 
did accordingly fix the choice of his 
Will upon Him ; and valued His Fa- 
vour and Love, by which we enjoy 
God, as his greateſt and only Felicity, 
There was then no Errour nor falſe 
Reaſoning in his Underſtanding, no 
perverſe Choice in his Will, no Inor- 
dinacy in any of his Appetites, no Mo- 
tions in them contrary to His Reaſon, 
In nothing was Man enclin'd to con. 
tradiQ his Duty to God, or any of the 
Eternal Laws of Righteouſneſs. Up- 
on this account it was that Man was 
very good, and belov'd of His Maker, 
And being fo belov'd, He liv'd in per- 
fect Peace and Happineſs: He was not 
encofnbred with any Evil; He wanted 
nothing that He had occaſion for. It 
appears His kind Creatour would not 
ceaſe doing for Him, till He had 4 
vided for all His Neceflities, and De- 
B 4 fires ; 


ww 
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fires ; that ſo He might be compleatly 
Happy. Man then enjoy'd the wit- 


ling and ready Service of all the Crea- +» 


tures about Him. He enjoy'd Him- 


felf, and could with pleaſure conſider * 


and praiſe God for the Noble and Ex- 


cellent Nature which his Maker had ' 
given Him : He had an eaſlic and a * 
niet Mind, had no conflicts within 


imſelf, had no occaſion to rebuke or 


fall out with himſelf. He enjoy'd then ' 
his God too, being aſſur'd of his Fas , 


your, and receiving the conſtant Com- 
munications of it. He conld, with 
great delight, contemplate and praiſe 
the glorious Attributes of God ; And 
the Divine Wiſdom, Power, Righte» 
ouſne, Goodneſs and Truth were ve- 
ry pleaſant to Him, while he was af- 
fur'd that all theſe were friendly, and 
would be favourable to Him. This 
was Mais firſt Gondition; a very Ex- 
cellent and . Happy one ; bur, alas ! 
through his own default it did not laſt 
long. 
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SECT. III 


The Firſt Covenant between 
God and Man: 


is very probable that all the Par- 
ticular dealings of God with Man, 
in this condition, are not told us in 
that ſhort account which Afoſes gives 
us of the Beginnings of the World: 
It being enough for us to know in Ge- 
neral what is the Spring and Source 
of all that Sin and Miſery which is 
now found among Mankind ; The 
knowledge of which - of ſome. Uſe- 
and. Importance towards our getting 
free from both. But what is told us 
of the Tranfattions. between God and 
Man in that ſtate, we think we 
(hall moſt truly Underſtand, and moſt- 
rightly Interpret, if we guide our ſelves 
herein by the Tenour of his-dealing; 
with Mankind fince that. From what 
is told us, then, of that time, and from 
what appears fince, = may learn, —_ 
5 rc 
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it pleaſed the Creatour, when He had* 
made Man, and had ſo highly oblig'd 
Him, to take upon himſelf the Rela- ' 
tion of a Governonr to his Creatare, 
as He had the undoubted Right of 
one ; and he very juſtly thought fit to ' 
— = OR him for hiſs 
was t we ſi 

poſe, promiſed to Man, that He fhould 
enjoy the Favour of his Maker, and a 
rerfett Happine6 both of Body and 
Soul, upon the Condition that He 
would continue in the due Reverence 
and Love of his Maker, and Obey his 
Commands. And it was made known 
to: him that He ſhould fall from the 
beſt of his Excellency, from that where- 
in He was fo pleaſing to His Maker; 
and from alt his Happineſs, if he did 
not continue ſtedfaſt in his Duty, and 
perfeftly perform it, as God had ina- 
bled him to do. And this is that which 
is commonly call'd tbe Firſt Covenant. 


SECT. 
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SECT. IV. 
The Sacraments of That. 


Oreover God having made Man 
to conſiſt of a Body and a Soul, 
and knowing that it is natural to Him, 
for the ObjeAs of his Senſes to make 
great Impreſhons, and to have a migh- 
ty Influence upon his Mind : His Wiſ- 
dom and Goodneſs order'd Matters ſo,, 
as that his Senſes might help to ad- 
moniſh him of his Duty, and to af- 
ſure him of his Happinefs in the =. 
formance of it. And this we may fup-» 
poſe was the Reaſon and Ground. of 
God's ſeparating two Trees, in the- 
Garden where he had placed our Firſt 
| Parents, for a peculiar and uncommon: . 
uſe: The One call'd the Tree of the 
Knowledge of Good and Evil; the Q- 
ther call'd the Tree of Life. Theſe we 
may reckon to have been the Sacra» 
ments of the Firſt Covenant : For in: 
theſe were Spiritual things by God's: 
appoint-- 
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appointment repreſented by outward 
and viſible Signs and Actions. Man 
was affiſted to remember his Duty. and 
Obligations to his Maker by that Tree, 
call'd the Tree of the Knowledge of Good 


end Evil, For we may fu that * 
the Fruit of this Tree was fet a-part | 


by God wholly for the following pur- 
poſe: Man was to take care-to culti- 
vate this Tree as-we!l as others ; but 
he was to offer the Fruit of it at ſet- 


times ſolemnly and religiouſly to God, 
as a viſible Acknowledgment that he » 


owned Him the Maker of all things, 
and the Supreme Lord and the Pro- 
prietour of all. This was reſerved, as 
we may ſay, by God, tobe a devoted 
Thing, and Man's Fhank-offering to 
Him for all the reſt of his Gifts. And 
for this reaſon Man was forbid to eat 
of it himſelf. For we find in later 
Times, It was always held a very hei- 
nous and guilty Thing for Men to cat 
of, or uſe what God.had ſeparated and 
reſerved to Himſelf, Now ſuch a ſen- 
Able, outward Performance, as the ſo- 
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lemn offering of this Fruit to God, and 
the looking u __ and uſing it onely 
as a Devoted , Was an excellent 
and. fit Means - admoniſh Mankind 
for ever to acknowledge their Maker 
and Preſerver as the. Supreme Lord 
and Proprietour of all things :- As it 
was a ſenſible Declaration that they 
did make this Acknowledgment, {© it 
was a ſenſible Obligation of themſelves 
that they would continue to do fo ; 
and the more a help to them to con- 
tinue it, and to anſwer all the Obliga- 
tions which: naturally reſult from it 
in the Courſe of their Lives. 

And then- the other Tree was ap- 
pointed to aſſure Man, upon his per- 
tet Obedience, of his Immortality and 
Everlaſting Happineh. So that whilfh 
he continued ſtedfaft in his Duty, he 
had right to take and eat the Fruit'of 
this Tree: And he might take it as 
God's viſible and ſenſible Pledge, and 
a8 an Inſtrument of Conveyance of Eters 
nal Life and Happine6 to Him. In 
like manner, as now we have leave 
from 
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from'God to look upon the Rain-bow, * 
not only as the natural Effect of the ' 
Sun ſhining upon a falling ſhower, but, * 
as God's viſible pledge and aſſurance * 
to Mankind, that He will never again | 
deſtroy the World with a Deluge of 


Water. 


SEGT. V. 
The Sin and Fall of Man. 


HIS account ſhows the exceed- 


ing great Guilt and Wickednefs * 


of the Sin of our Firſt Parents. Their 


Sin was, that they did Eat of that For- * 


bidden Fruit ; and fo they uſed and 
took to themſelves what was reſerv'd 
and devoted to God. It was the bring» 


ing to a Common uſe that which was” 


ſeparated by his appointment to a Re- 
ligious one, and was the profaning of 
a Hallow'd or Holy Thing. But: let 


it be conlider'd a little how monſtrous 


and vile this Sin of our Firſt Parents 
was ! 
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was! How ſoon had they forgotten 
the mighty Obligations which the 
Creatour had © lately laid upon them ! 
How bountifull had he been to them ! 
How much had he freely given them ! 
And He with-held and referv'd but one 
Fruit to Himſelf; - and this, we may 
ſay, they grudg'd and envied Him : 
They would not be content with fo 
vaſt a proviſion as he had made for 
them, but would needs have this af. 
forded too. The poor depending Crea- 
ture, that deriv'd his Being, and all he 
had, wou!d needs be fole Proprietour 
and abſolute Lord of all things on the 
Earth, and would acknowledge no Sy- 

riour! They had no need of this 

ruit, were perfetly happy withour 
it ; and might have continued fo hap. 
py, if they would have abſtzined from 
this ; But they moſt unreaſonably de- 
ſpifed their Happineſs, and hazarded 
the loſing it for the ſake of the Satis. 
faction and Advantage which they ex- 
pefted from this fingle Fruit. The 
Creatour indeed had been fo good to 
them, 
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them, they would not believe he would - 
ſo- ſeverely puniſh their Eating this * 
Fruit, as he had threatned to do;. and * 


fo that which ſhould have oblig'd them 


to. be ſiedfaſt in their Duty, was moſt | 


perverſely turn'd into an Encou 


ment of Sin. ' Oh vile and ſhamefull | 
Wickednefs ! Let us conſider from * 


what a. vile Original we all ſpring; and 
be all humbled and aſham'd. 

In yielding to this foul Act, they 
loſt that Holineſs and Righteouſnebs 
which they had been endow'd with,

and by which eſpecially they had been 


plcaling to their Maker. In this alſo 


they broke the Condition of the Firſt © 
Covenant, which requir'd that they * 


ſhould conſtantly Reverence and Love 
their Creatour, and obey Him in all 
things. And the fad Conſequence of 
this was, That they hereby loſt the 
Favour of God, and forfeited all their 
own Happineſs. They loſt all Right to 
the good things of this World ; to the 
Obedience, and Serviceablenefs of. the 
Creatures which God: had _——_ 
ther. 
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+ them.” They became liable to the Pe- 


nalty which God had threatned to in- 


* flit, and immediately upon the Tranſ- 
 grefſion did deſerve to have been put 
: to Death, and to'be thrown into the 
' place of Everlaſting Puniſhment,

= D the utmoſt ſeverity of the 
Threatning bad been immedi- 
ately executed in that manner | upon

SECT. VI. 
On Our Part. 


Irſt let us take notice of our own 
part of this Covenant, and ob- * 
ferve what it is that God requires of 
us, to whom the Goſpel is Fare 
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+ which we muſt do to be fived. And 
| becauſe all Mankind are now confider'd 
by God as guilty and polluted Crea- 
tures ; as having ſinned, and being difſ- 
poſed to do wickedly ; There is firſt re- 
_ of us, That we repent and turn 

Sin. In the next place, becauſe 
; we muſt return to God; it is required, 
+ That we do' believe all the Articles of 
the Chriſtian Faith : And laſtly, That 
we engage our ſelves, and endeavour 
to keep God's Holy Will and Com- 
mandments, and walk in the fame all 
the Days of our Life. But becauſe 
the Heart of Man is deceitfull and 
wicked, and we are ſo backward to do 
our Duty, that we are unwilling to 
know it ; Therefore it will be requi- 
kite to mention ſomewhat particularly, 
the Things contain'd uncer theſe three 
General Heads. 

The Firſt main Branch 6f our Duty 
is, That we repent and turn from Sin ; 
To which purpoſe we muſt ſtand at a - 
defiance with all the Cauſes of Sin, 
and reſolve they ſhall not govern us. 
There» 
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Therefore has the Church been wont” 
to expreſs this Branch of our ; 
thus : We muſt Renounce the Devil, 
and all his Works ; the Pomp and Ve 
nitics of this wicked World, with all 
the covetous Deſires of the ſame : And 
all the (infull Deſires of the Fleſh, & 
ns that we will not follow nor be led 
y them. ; 
We muſt Renounce the Devil, and: 
all his Works. It was KA the Craft 
and Inſtigation of this Apoſtate Spirit, 
the Enemy of our HappineG6, that: 
Mankind were at firſt dfawn into Dif: 
obedience againſt God. We muſt re 
ſolve therefore never to have any Cor-? 
reſ] ngg cn with him; to abhorr and 
abſtain rom all thoſe guilty ways of 
conſulting him, or ſeeking his Aſſittance, 
which the ungodly World have ever: 
rattiſed. We muſt never, knowing” 
y, or willingly, obey any of his Com-” 
mands, nor comply with his Tempte* 
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tions. We muſt reſolve to fight againft” 
all-thoſe Spiritual Wickednefſes in our: 
ſelves which he infets the Ro 
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| Near with ; fuch as Pride, Ariper, 
jj} Envy, Treachery, Lying, Malice and 
's Cruelty, Muſt abhorr to imitate or 
| follow him in the tempting of others 
* to Wickedneſs; or in the Hatred and 
; Perſecution of Good Men, for the ſake 
' of their Goodneſs. 

We muſt alſo Renounce the Pomp 
and Vanities of this wicked World, and 
all covetous Deſires of the ſame : That 
is, We muſt reſolve'and engage, that 
we will not tet the Love of the World 
rule in our Hearts, which is oppoſite 
fo the Love of God. We will not let 
our Hearts fix on the Wealth, the 
Pleaſures, or the Dignities and Ho- 
nours here below : Nor will make the 
getting of them the Aim and Scope of 
our. chief Endeavour and Care; nor 
let the Enjoyment of them be our 
chiefeſt Delight and Satisfation. That 
we will not be guided by the Cuſtoms 
of the World, nor follow a Multitude 
40 do Evil : That our ——_ 
ons, or our neceflary 
ufefull Friends and BenefaCtours ſhall 
not 
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not- be able ro Influence vs againſt t! 
Will of God and the Diates of ow 
Conſcience : That we will be readyt 
part with all that is dear, all that

Diſeaſes. We muſt renounce all theſe 
three Sources of Evil, the Devil, the 
World, and the Fleſh, and muſt re- 
ſolve we will not follow nor be led by 
them. And this is the Firſt main 
Branch of our Duty under the New 
Covenant. 

The Second is this: That we muſt be 
lieve all the Articles of the Chriſtian 
Faith. And this requires of us to 
promiſe and perform the Things fol- 
lowing : That we will ſeriouſly apply. 
our ſelves, as our leiſure and opportu- 
nity will allow us, to. make the beſt 
Improvement that we can of the Means 
of Divine Knowledge which the Pro- 
vidence of God affords us; that ſo we 
may gain as much of that ineſtimable 
Treaſure as we can : That we will not 
through Negligence or Hatred of the 
Truth be ignorant of any important

our Life. And this obliges us to the ? 
Things following. That we will dili. | 
gently ſtudy and learn the Will of God, * 
as it is cxpreſsd in the Laws which | s 
He has given us ; will not cavil nor : 
diſpute againſt our Duty, when we 
ſhould perform it; will — to. 
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know our Duty, that we may do it: 
That we will love his Law, and it 
ſhall be our conſtant Aim and Endea- 
vour to conform to it in all things : 
We abſolutely bind our ſelves, and are 
bound to live in no wilfull- known and 
preſumptuous Sin. That we will not 
deliberately and knowingly treſpaſs a- 
gainſt any Law of God. This Cove- 
nant indeed does not require of us to 
perfarm a pertett Obedience ; fur that 
is a thing now above our Power : But 
it binds us to endeavour a_perfett Obe- 
dience; that is, Not to be willingly 
guilty of any known Sin. There is; - 
alas, no meer Man now that can con- 
ſtantly and perfettly' keep the whole 
Law. of God, but- in many Things we 
offend ail + And 'tis one Bleſſing of the 
New Covenant, that it pardons Sins (as 
we ſhall ſee preſently ) which ſuppoſes 
defects in our beſt Obedience. There- 
fore a!ſo our Saviour has taught us to 
pray as daily for the Pardon of Sin, as 
for our daily Bread. But this Cove- 
nant bears with none but involuntary

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SECT. VIIL 
On God's Part. 


N D now I come to repreſent and 
A ſhow what are the Favours and 


Bleſſings, or God's Part, of this New 
Covenant, What He offers, and pro- 
miſes, and will beſtow, upon our Per- 
formance of the Duties and- Conditi- 
ons required of us. And theſe may 
be comprehended under theſe Three 
rich agd important Heads, 


The Firſt is a full and free Pardon 
of all our Sins. God will blot our 
Iniquities, as it were, out of his Re- 
membrance ; will forget that we were 
Sinners, and will treat us as Righteous: 
Will lay aſide his moſt juſt Wrath a- 
gainſt us, and embrace us with Arms 
of Mercy and Love. He that might 
mo? Rightzouſly have deſtroy d us: 
with an Everlating Deſtruction, will 
rejoice over us-to do-us good. He

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will pardon our moſt numerous Sins; | 
will pardon the greateſt Offences ; will | 
pardon even our known, wilfull and | 
deliberate Sins, and our cuſtoms of Sin- 
ning upon our repentance and forſa- 
King of them. And a general Repen- | 


tance and 2 humble Behaviour towards 


God, wi! obtain the Pardon of thoſe | 
Infirmities and Involuntary Sins which 
we do not obſerve our ſelves to be guil- | 
ty of, and cannot be perfectly free 

from. And having thus pardon'd our | 
Sins, the Courſe of Mercy is free ; all | 


Obſtrution of it is remov'd, and we ' 


may addreſs to God with Boldneſs in 
the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, as to a re- 
conciled Father; and believe Him rea- 
dy to aftord us all that is neceſſary to 
our Salvation. | 

The next Favour and Bleſſing of this 
Covenant js, The reſtoring of the Di- 
vine-Image in us in our San&tification. 
If upon the propoſal of this Covenant 
to us we do accept of it, and are wil- 
ling to yield to the Conditions it re- 
quires, and to give up our ſelves to - 
| Li 
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Eife of Holineſs and Righteonſneſ- 
according to the Laws of God: He- 
will give us Spiritual ſtrength to 
form our ſo far; as that hd we 
be accepted the Mediation of 
Chriſt. If we will. not under- 
take, we ſhall not be able to perform 
but if we will-undertake, and bind our 
ſeives to do our Duty, He will inable- 
us to perform it. It might ſeem a 
ſtrange thing that God ſhould-require - 
of us to bind our ſcives, and under- 
take to do that: which we cannot do 
of our felves, ( as we do»in obliging 
our ſelves to all thoſe things fore-men- 
tioned,) if it were not: that the very 
binding our ſelves to this does entitle 
us by the FTenour of this Covenant to-

vine Affiſtance, which ſhall be afforded 
to- Him who yields, in the purpoſe,” 
and defire of his Soul, to comply-withs 
thoſt Exhortations.

For what our Tranſlation renders Te- 


ftament- | 
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Bament there, had been more exattly 
and properly render'd Covenant. Our 
Saviour's plain meaning is this : Take 
this Cup as the Inftrument of Con- 
veyance to you of the Divine Bleflings 
of the Covenant of Grace, which are 
the ineſtimable Purchaſes of my preci. 
ous Blood. Again, when our Lord 
ſays of the Bread in this Sacrament, 7h1ts .

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It is faithfully intended by God, that 
In the Uſe of this Sacrament, thoſe 
who are fit Reccivers, ſhall partake of 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt; and 
this Bread and this Cup ſhall be the 
Communication of the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt to them : Theſe outward 
Elements of broken Bread, and, Wine | 
poured out, ſhall bring with them, to] 
thoſe humble and prepar'd Souls which 
receive them, this Spiritual Grace: } 
Which means they ſhall be partakers 
of the Benefits and Bleſfings purchaſed | 
by the breaking or wounding of the | 
Body, and the ſhedding of the Blood 
of our Saviour , the Bleſſings procur'd 
by the valuable Sacrifice of his Death; 
which are the Bleſſings of the New 
Covenant fore-mention'd. 

This Sacrament is Ordain'd of God 
to be a Pledge and Conveyance of theſe 
Bleſſings, and ſhall aftually and infal- ' 
libly be ſo to meet Receivers: God : 
will never be wanting to his Sacrt- | 
ments, nor | leave them without the | 
Efficacy He deſigns them for, if the ' 

Receivers | 
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Receivers-of them be not wanting to 
themſelves. He faithfully intends the 
Renewal and Confirmation of this 
Covenant with us in this Sacrament, 
and will atually do ic if we ſincerely 
intend the ſame thing, 

And that the Renewal of our part 
of the Covenant at this Sacrament is 
expected and required by God, cannot 
chuſe but be very eaſily apprehended. 
When God offers good things pon 
Terms and Conditions, He re ires 
the binding our ſelves to perform 4110ſe 
Conditions, if we would partake of 
thoſe Good Things ; and our embra- 
cing the Offers He makes, implies, 
and ought to imply, the accepting of 
thoſe Terms, and the enra-ing our 
ſelves to perform thoſe Conditions. 
To be fure God never intends «e ſhall 
be partakers of thoſe Good Things, 
without performing thoſe Conditions, 
When 'tis faid, God gives the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask bim, "tis implied 
that asking is the neceflary Condition 
and Means of having ; When 'tis = 
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God gave his only begotten Son, thit 
they who believe in Him ſhould not £ 
riſp, but bave Everlaſting Life ; "Tis 
required that Men beleve as a Condi 
tion of their obtaining Everlaſting Life, 
So when 'tis ſaid, Feſws Chrift is the 
Authour of Salvation to them that obey 
Him ; and, Repent, that your Sins may 
be blotted out : Theſe things evidently 
imply, that our Sins ſhall not be for- 
given, unleſs we repent of them ; nor 
will the Bleſſed Jefus Himſelf be a Sa 
viour to us, if we do not devote our 
ſelves to bis Service, and give up our 
ſelves to follow his Example and Con. 
dut. Now this bing te conſtant 
Tenour of the Goſpel ; We mult needs | 
conclude, that when we are offer'd to 
be made partakers of theſe Bleffings in 
this Sacrament, it is required, that if 
we deſire them, we muſt bind our ſlyes 
to perform ſuch Conditions. 

Our receiving therefore of _ 
things which are God's Re 
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nd declaration that we bind our ſelves 
to do what is required of us: And if 
that outward Profehon be not attend- 
& with an inward and ſincere Inten- 
tion, it is a horrid Hypocrifie, and 
makes 2 Man undoubtedly guilty of 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt - He is 

reckon'd to have abufed and proftan'd 


| the Body and Blood of Chriſt, as did 


the wretched Men that flew Him. 
The receivirig theſe Elements in the Sa- 
crament is an Outward Profeſſion and 
Declaration that we accept of God's 
Covenant, and then it certainly binds 
us fmcerely to intend our performance 
of the Conditions of it 
The Apoſtle plainly gives us this In- 
firution in 1 Cor. 10. in that he inti- 
mates the partaking of this Sacrament 
to be a Rite of the ſame Nature and 
| Stgnification with the Eating of the 
| Serif which had been offer'd to 
oli As the _ of thoſe Sa- 
5 therefor Gonified the Owning 
God, to whom the Sacrifice 
——banſhanes, k et ſo the obliging of 
them- 
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themſelves to worſhip and obey Him; 
and the reliance upon that Sacrifice tg 
find Favour and obtain a Blefſin ”_ 
2; ſo the Eating of the 
upper muſt be reckon'd to imply and 
bes the fame Profeſſions and Em- 
gements.

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intend what- is ſignified by both theſe 
things ; "that 'is, the owning the true. 
God as God, and the owning thoſe De- 
vils as Gods, for in owning one, you 
do imply the renouncing of the 4 
To be ſure the True God requires, if 
you own Him, that you do renounce 
all other. Or it muſt mean, Yox onght 
zot to do thus. If you partake of the 
Cup and Table of the Lord, you muſt 
lincerely intend thereby the owning of 
Him ; and then you muſt not ſo much 
as ſeem to own thoſe filthy Devils in 
eating of the Sacrifices which have 
been offer'd to them : Therefore. he 
adds in the 22d. Verſe, That in doing 
thus, they did provoke the Lord to jea- 
loufie ; becauſe they made a ſhow and 
appearance of departing from, and of 
renouncing of Him herein. The Apo- 
ſtle then plainly teaches us, that in 
receiving this Sacrament, we do make 
a OY and ſhow..of Honourin 
and Covenanting with God. ;

not fail to obtain of Him by Earneft 
Prayer, and the ſerious and frequent 
peruſal of what is here preſented. 

And fince in Celebrating this 'Sa 
crament of the -ar and Blood of 
our-Lord Jeſus Chriſt, we are to re: 
new. and confirm this Covenant which: 
we haye been ſpeaking of ——— 
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and us; This will abundantly direct 
us what Preparation and Fitneſs is re- 
quiſite, that we may be meet Partakers 
of it to our profit and comfort. And 
it is neceſſary that we know what the 
Terms and Conditions of it are which 
God requires to be-perform'd on our 
parts, and what it ofters and promiſes 
on God's part.
